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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Non Final Office action is in response to the communication received on June 1, 
2001. In the communication, claims 1-12 are pending in the application for examination. 

2. The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 
2. As provided in 37 CFR 1 .77(b), the specification of a utility application should include 
the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in upper case, without 
underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the section heading, the phrase 
"Not Applicable" should follow the section heading:

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer program 
listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables 
having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact 
discs.) or

The specification is congested (suggest double line) and written in somewhat of a book 
format referring to different chapters and having footnotes. However, those "chapters" are not 
readily available to the examiner . The specification appears to be written in a format that is not 
in accordance with U.S. practice. 

Also, the lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine 
the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Furthermore, Applicant refers to various claims in the specification totaling 57 claims (as 
noted in papers 13 through 25 at least). It appears however there are only 18 claims present in 
the Application. 
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Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show very 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the method claims must be supported 
by related flowcharts. No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Most of the claim language 
is not described in the specification. 

6. Claims 1-13 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
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The language in the claim is not found in the specification. No new matter should be added in 
the specification and the claim. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1-13 are replete and rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claiml : 

The claim recites the limitation "the flow 11 . There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

The limitation "from them", in line 13 renders the claim and indefinite. It is unclear as 
to what them applicant is referring. 

The claim recites the limitation "the term 1 '. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

The claim recites the limitation "the quality". There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claim 

The phrase "for example" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the 
limitations following the phrases are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d).
